1. NEW ZEALAND PERMREP INFORMED MISOFF NOV 26 THAT FIJIAN 
PERMREP SIKIVOU NOW SAYS HE HAS INSTRUCTIONS FROM SUVA TO 
ABSTAIN ON BOTH KOREAN RESES. NEW ZEALAND HAS ASKED 
WELLINGTON TO APPROACH FIJIAN AUTHORITIES IN EFFORT TO 
SECURE FIJIAN VOTE FOR FRIENDLY RES AND AGAINST HOSTILE ONE. 

2. AT KOREA WORKING GROUP MEETING SAME DAY, JAPANESE AGREED 
TO DISCUSS KOREAN ISSUE WITH FIJIAN PERMREP HERE IN NEW YORK. 

3. DEPENDING ON HIS AUDIENCE, SIKIVOU OFFERS AS EXPLANATION FOR 
HIS POISTION SOUTH KOREAN DOMESTIC SITUATION OR ALLEGED SLIGHTS 
TO HIM ON PART USG OFFICIALS. WE RECALL WE HAD SAME PROBLEM 
WITH HIM LAST YEAR ON KOREAN AND PUERTO RICAN ISSUES. 
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4. ACTION REQUESTED: 
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RECOMMENDED DEPT RAISE KOREA WITH HIM ON HIS NEXT VISIT TO 
WASHINGTON AND IF DEPT HAS NO OBJECTION, THAT EMBASSY 
URGE FIJIAN FON OFFICE TO ISSUE INSTRUCTIONS SUPPORTING 
OUR POSITION ON KOREA. 
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
